VIOLENT WAS DEATH

Dismembered and Disfigured
Bodies Broughtto Surface.

J —_—

MAKES THE NIGHT HIDEOUS

Foreign Miners Who Escaped the Dis-
aster Followed Their Holiday Custom
gmuw—mﬂm—
port Mine Badly Damaged.

JACOBS COREEK, Pa, Dec. 20.—Of
the 200 or more miners who were made
prisoners in {he Darr mine of the Pitts-
burg Coal Company by a terrific explo-
sion at noon vesterday, the bodies of 30
this morning lie in the main entry where
they were tenderly loid during the night
By the brave rescuers, until they can be
brought to the surface. Some of the
bodies are Jismembered and all are dis-
torted by the agony of violent death and
disfigured and begrimmed by the con-
eussion and the smoke anl dust of the
explosion.

Faint though it is, hope is cherished
by rescuers and grieving  friends and
velgtives that some of the men may
bave survived the explosion and are
swaiting release far back in the mine.
For this reason the rescuers did not take
time to bring out the bodies as they
were found, but continually pressed for-
ward, their only aim being as soon as
possible, open a passage to and explore
every section of the mine. '

Beginning this morning, the bodies
Jocated during the night will be brought
out as rapidly as possible, while the
.search continues, The foreign miners
who escaped the disaster made the night
Bideous in the little village, They had
suspended work because of the holiday
and most of them followed their usual
boliday custom of drinking to excess.
Many ‘were iotoxicated before the
eatasirophe and afterward they got
themeelves in worse condition, some
drinking on the celchration of their
“®eape and others drinking to drown
griei over the death of relatives or
friends. All night long there was ca-
yousing and disorder, at times bordering
elosely upon rioting.

The Pittsburg Coal Company has ar-
ranged to provide a Christian burial for
all of the victims and will bear all ex-
penses connected with the funerals,

It is believed that a majority of the
viotims are Americans.

The rescuers report the interior of the
mine badly damaged. As they advance
they are compelled to rebuild much of
the bracing that was blown out and a
great deal of bratticing is necessary to
mike possible the ventilation of the re-
mote sections, There is a shortage of
many of the supplies needed for repairs
and the work of rescue will of necessity
progress slowly. The Jistance from the
mouth of the mine to the most remote
sections is said to be about three miles,
and it is thought many of the bodies will
be found near the end of the working.

Nothing definite as to the number of
men in the mine has yet been learned.

W. R. Woodford, vice-president of
the company, said early today that he
did not believe there were over 175 men
entombed. He said he and his fellow
officers felt that there was scarcely a
possibility of any of the men still being
alive, but on the remote chance that
some may bave survived the greatest
